PROMISAS. 


At the very outset of this discussion 
of the capital issue, Tak ConsTITUTION, 
in behalf of Atlanta, pro‘ested that all 
she asked for was justice —simple jus- 
tice. We knew what prejudices and 
what slanders would meet us on every 
side, and we asked the peop!e—the 
tax-pavers—to give us a fair hearing. 
The’ very tiret misrepresentation 
that showed its head was a statement 
to the effect that Atignta had iailed to 
carry out the promises made to the 
state in 1868. Our readers wil)-remem- 
ber how effectually this misrepresen- 
tation was met by the facts taken frou: 
the record, and yet it is atill cireu!ated- 
For instance, in the Savannah News 
of Wednesday bas the following 
in an editorial entitled, ‘Will 
you walk into my parlor said the spi- 
der to the fly:”’ 

“It would seem thet the taxpayers of Georgia 
have not only beeu deceived by false promises, 
but have beep entrapped into a vcry embarrass- 
ing complication. Instead of being furnished 
with a capital free of cosi they have been com. 
pelled to pay & quarter ofa million of dollars 
fer a building to which they have no lega) ti- 
tle; and now they are told that they must either 
make the best of their bad bargain. consent to 
become charity tenants for life of their disinter- 
es‘ed Atlanta “neighbors,” or sufiera total loss 
of $700,000. Afier this it would seem that be- 
fore accepting any more of Atlanta's promises, 
the taxpayers had betier see about it '’ 

The fcregoing, it must be remem- 
bered, is from the pen of Colonel W. T. 
Thompson, who was a thember of the 
recent constitutional convention. 
The question as to wheth- 
er Atlanta had redeemed 

her pledges was investigated by a com- 
mittee «ppvinted by that convention 
and the majority report, which was 
not gain said by the report cf the mi« 
nority, set forth in so many words that 
Atianta had fu’fiiled her pledges. “‘A:- 
tera patient and careful investigation,” 
say the committee,“ we are satisfi. d tht 
the ci vy of Atlanca has acted in the ut- 
most good faith, and that 
they have paid every’ dollar 
that they have agreed to pay toward 
the purchase of the capito! building.’ 
This report was made to the conven- 
tion, formally and deliberately, and 
Colonel Thom p-on, who was a member, 
made no protest. He did not rise in 
his seat, as he ought to have done, i 
he regarded the report as an at- 
tempt to deceive the eonvention 
and the people. He made anv 
move in that direction, at all; but it 
would appear from the extract which 
we have quoted, that ihe report was by 
no means satisfactory to him and that 
he still believes that Atlanta has de- 
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SCRIBNER'S MONTALY. 


Somehow or other, when this peri- 
odical, probably the best of a!l Ameri- 
can magezines, finds its way to our 
tabie we find ourselves, with genuine 
school«boy ardor, cutting the leaves 
and turning them over for the purpose 
of enjoying the exquisitely delightful 
engravings with which our favorite 
abounds. We ailude te this in order 
to more effectually introduce a com~ 
plaint. In the number before us there 
appears to be a great falling off in the 
cnaracter, style and extent of the illus- 
trations. They are numerous enoug’), 
but they seem to lack effectiveness, if 
not spirit. Some of them are rough and 
some are week. After the delightful 
drawings of Moran, and Abbey, and 
Fredericks, and those marvellously 
executed illustrations in Clarence 
Cock’se “House Beautiful” the publish- 
ers of Scribner need not be surprised 
to receive protests if even one number 
of their magazine falls short in the mat- 
ter of pictorial art. 

The Monthly opens with an illustra- 
ted paper on “The Wooden Age,” de- 
scriptive of hfein the lumber regions, 
which, apart from its merely literary 
interest, 1s valuable on account of the 
statistics which the author, with the 
air of a man who wants his readers to 
be gure of their facte, has thoughtfully 
«sprinkled here and there through his 
pages. Following this is a diffuse and 
d scursive articie on “The Thorough- 
bred Horse,” by Mr. George E. Waring, 
jr. {Mr..Waring manages to tell, in a 
pleasantly loose way, a good deal more 
about fox~hunting, of which he seems 
to know very little, than about the 
thoroughbred horse, of which her pre 
sumably knowsagood deal. Howbeit, 
this is by no means an obj-ction, for 
nine times out of ten—and it gives us 
pleasure to place Mr. Waring among 
‘he weil-nigh immortal rine—your 
average magazine writer hits the popu- 
lar mark by trimming the ears of his 
ignorance. Mrs. Herrick’s illustrated 
article on “Ants” is extremely inter- 
esting, bnt painfully technically. She 
has evidentiy gone to the ants, consid~ 
ered their ways and learned, in addi- 
tion to many curious facts as to their 
habits and anatomy, some. very hard 
names about them. One apparently 
healthy ant is called ‘ brachyomyrmex- 
heeri,” and this without any apparent 
offence on the part of the ant and with 
no intent to wound on the part of the 
author. Mr. Henry Eckford’s profnsely 
illustrated paper descriptive of a trip 
‘From the Atlantic to the Andes,” is 
exceedingly entertaining and instruc~ 
tive. The picterial accompaniments 
are fairly executed, but a sense of dis- 
satisfaction usurps all other feelings 
when one remembers what an exquis- 
ite bit of perspective—what a wealth of 
distance and foiiage—Thomas Moran 
would have woven into the illustration 
on page 187. Following Mr. Eckford’s 
ai‘icle ccmes an installment of Dr. 
Eggiesten’s serial of “Roxy,” accom- 
panied by an illustration spirited and 
characteristic enough to suggest the 
best efforts of Shepard. 

After “Roxy” comes Mr. Richard 
Henry Stoddard’s monograph of the 
poet Keats, which is by far the best 
and most striking articie in the maga- 
zine—certainly the best so far as lite- 
rary merit and scholarly execution are 
concerned, Its very title (“After Many 
Days’’) is suggestive of the pathos and 
poetry which, toge:her with disease 
and death, made up the sum of Keats’s 
brief but brilliant career. Mr. Sitod- 
dard adds to his accomplishments as a 
critic, which are exceptional, the gi ts 
-Cf a poet, and these combine to give 
him a special and exclusive fitne:s for 
the work before him. 

Albeit we have alluded to not quite 
half the contributions that go to make 
up the table of contents of Scribner for 
December, we are warned by the lack 
of space to leave the reader to infer 
that the rest are quite as timely and as 
interesting as those we have noticed. 
We may allude, however, to ‘Recal!- 
ings from a Public Life,” by the late 
Robert Dale Owen, and to Mr. Charies 
de Kay’s fine poem entitled ‘‘Hespe- 
rus,” as especially notable.

One of the most disreputable tricks 
of the Milledgeville partisans, in théir 
malicious war against Atlanta, was the 
attempt to create the impression that 
Atlanta was unfrierdly to the North- 
eastern railroad, 

As soon as evidence of this slander- 
ous attempt was brought to ourears we 
at once showed its absurdity. The 
very iron that islaid upon the road was 
rolied in Atlanta—many of the bonds 
of the road are held in Atlanta—tbhere 
are important interests in Atlanta de~- 
pending upon the successful issue of 
that road fur all itetriampbs. But the 
facts themselves disprove the slander. 
{hose who know the truth, Anow that 
Atlanta bas expressed a positive and 
uniform desire to see the governor en- 
dorse its bonds. This paper has advo- 
cated his doirg so—and Atlanta’s 
most earnest friends have urged 
him to endorse the bonds. Our advice 
was given because we believed it to be 
right that he should endorse them. We 
expected to make no capital out of it. 
We merely desired to assist a deserving 
section f the state in securing its posi- 
tive rights. But since it has been 
established that Atlanta is friendly to 
the Northeastern road asit stands, our 
enemies have tried to show that we 
were unfriendly to an extension beyond 
the Air-Line. This assertion is too ab- 
surd to be seriously noticed. We 
doubt if a foot of railroad could be laid 
in Georgia without benefi:ing Atlanta. 
[t is certain that the extension of the 
Northeaetern into the rich and unde- 
veloped counties of Rabun,Habersham, 
etc., would beof vast and immediate 
benefit to us. The cream of those coun- 
ties wou'd be poured into our lap, bar- 
ring what our sprightly neigh- 
bors at Athens might direct 
to their own uses. Then, besides the 
interest—both patriotic and political— 
that Atlanta feels in seeing every sec- 
tion of Georgia developed, and its hid~ 
den treasures more marketabie, we 
havea direct and positive interest in 
seeing the Northeastern extended 
through to Kuoxvilie. No enterprise 
is of more importance to us, and aside 
from anything but her commercial! in- 
terests, Atlanta will be anxious to assist 
in the building of the Nortbeastern ex 
tension whenever it shall be determined 
upon. We emphatically favor that ex- 
tension. 

We call attention, in this connection, 
to the fact that the main opposition 
made tothe Northeastern road comes 
from the Savennah News—the fore 
most champion of Milledgeville—and 
from the section of Georgia that is bent 
upon making Milledgeville the capital. 
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There seems to be no species of in- 
justice and wrong to which the friends 
of Milledgeville will not readily resort 
in the hope of damaging Atlanta and 
benefiting the desperate political for- 
tunes of their favorite, The latest 
essay in this direction, is an attempt to 
saddle upon Atlanta the sins of one 
John E Bryant, radical orator, who ap- 
pears to be stumping the southern and 
southwestern counties of the state in 
opposition to the new constitution. La- 
cidentally, it appears, in discharge of 
his mission, this gentleman takes occa-~ 
sion to advocate the retention of the 
capital at Atlanta, a course of ar- 
gument very natural to oue 
who was a member of the convention 
of 1868, and aided iu framing the con- 
stitution of that year which transferred 
the seat of government to Atlanta. 
Let his work be good or evil, it is en- 
tirely reasonable that he should delend 
it, and this is just what he is doing. If 
good, the truth should not suffer even 
from the advocacy of bad men. The 
d—i himself, we are tolu, quotes scrip 
ture, but is that any reason why Chris- 
(ian men should reject Holy Writ and 
turn their backs upon it? He who 
would abandon what is right simply 
because the unrightious happen to 
agree with him, is both a traitur and a 
coward. 

Touching the mission of Mr. Bryant, 
we confidently assert that the demands 
of Atlanta have nothing to do with it. 
Upon enquiry, we learn that he was 
sent into the field by a republican 
committee, at their own expense, to 
defend the work of the convention of 
1868, and todo what he could to defeat 
the constitution of 1877. While we 
have not chosen him as a champion of 
Atianta, we shall not reject his aid in 
a good cause, nor would the friends of 
Milledgeville reject it, as they very 
well know. Indeed, this newly in- 
spired demoeratic fervor and abhor- 
rence of radicalism in all its aspects of 
good or evil, sets with a very bed grace 
on the friends of Milledgeville who 
have sent into the field quite a number 
of negro radical orators to “champion” 
their cause!

THE NATIONAL GRANGE. 


The eleventh annual session of the 
National grange was opened in Cincin- 
nation Wednesday, with a good at- 
tendance from most of the state 
grarges. The representatives from 
Georgia were not present when the 
rol! was called, but they were probably 
in their seats on the following day. 

Grand Master John ‘I. Jones, in his 
annual address, claims that the order 
has done valuable work in reuniting 
the people of the lately opposing sec- 
tions. Atnone of the meetings of the 
Nationa! grange has there been uttered 
a word that indicated sectional il -will. 
The order is steadily advancing in 
god works, while it is freeing itself of 
dead branches, parasites and noxious 
weeds. 

Mr. Jones’ address is chiefly devoted 
to ‘the subject of co-operation—“our 
great lever power,” ashe termsit. He 
urges its applicab‘lity to every phase of 
the grangers’ domestic, social and 
volitical life, and its development by 
knowledge, by acloser organization ot 
the industrial classes,und by the pas- 
sage of laws for the protection cf co- 
operative societies. Tuere should be 
practically one law, says Mr, Jones, for 
the government of these societies 
wherever formed. Mr. Jones then pro~ 
ceeds to advocate international co- 
operation; but the facts he gives do not 
show that any material progress was 
made during the past year in that 
direction. 

The order has not made much pro 
yress in Europe. Deputies have, how- 
ever been appointed for Great Britain, 
France and Germany. The relations 
with the Dominion grange have been 
maintained, and the latter is especially 
desirous of uniting with the granges ol 
this country for the purpose of securing 
international co-operation. 

Mr. Jones speaks «fi the obligations 
of patrons “to exert their influence to 
relieve the agricultural interests of the 
country from unjust impositions by the 
national and state governments, and 
for the reform of the purchased leg sla- 
tion twenty years ani wore, 
which is destroying the  pros- 
perity of the producing classes, 
and sapping the foundations of the 
republic.” Hedoes not get any nearer 
to a detailed statement of the griev~ 
ances complained of, but he urges ac~ 
tion through the state granges, rather 
than through the national grange. 

The report of the executive commit- 
tee was read, but its substance is not 
given in the Cincinnati papers. Weare 
therefure unable to state the strength 
of the order as compared with the fig- 
ures of the previcus year. The out- 
look however it said to be encouraging.

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THE SIL VER BILL. 


The A'lison amendment,which takes 
the place of the so called free-coinage 
clause, provides that che bullion is to 
be purchased by the secretary of the 
treasury, and coined at the rate of not 
leas than two millions nor more than 
four millions a month, and that he i- 
at no time to have on hand more than 
five millions in bullion. The process 
of buying bulhon and coining it is to 
goon indefinitely. The proposition to 
use the new dollars in redeeming green 
backs was voied down in the commit- 
tee, 80 that the products of the mint, 
paid out by the government in the 
course of its current expenditures, will 
increase the amount of circulation. 

The Allison amendment is not very 
objectionable. The government is di~ 
rected to coin about all that the capac- 
ity of the mints willadmit of Besides 
the coinage of gold and of subsidiary 
silver,it is not probable that they could 
if worked night and day,produce more, 
than three millions a month. Even 
this would be a giin. The sena 
torial amendment may not be remone. 
tization pure and simple, but it 
is better than demonetization 
With the limitations prescribed 
by the Allison amendment, no harm can 
possibly occur to the government cred- 
it orto anything else betore the mesting 
of congress 1n 1878, when ail existing 
evils can be cured by remedial meas 
ules, 

Will the president veto so safe and 
reasonable a bill-one so plainly de- 
manded by a large majority of the 
people? We do not believe he will, 

We give ‘he bill as it came from the 
finance committee of the senate, and 
as it will probably pass both houses: 

Be it enacted, etc., That there shail be coined 
at the several mints of the United States silver 
dollars of the weight of 412% grains troy uf 
standard silver, as provided in the act of Jaau- 
ary, 1887, on which shall be the devices and sa- 
perecriptions provided by said act, which coins, 
together with ali silver Collars beresfter coined 
by the United States of like wright and fineness, 
shal! be a legal tencer, at their nomiual value, 
for all debte auc dues, public and private, ex- 
cept where otherwise provided by contract, and 
the secretary of the treasury is author.z-d and 
directed, outof any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to purcbase, from time 
to ‘ime, silver bulliou a: the market vri-e there~ 
of, not Jess than two millions of dollars per 
month, vor more tban four mililors of dollarg 
per month, and cause the same to be coined 
into such dolisrs; and any gain or seignorage 
arising from this coinage shall te accounted for 
and paid into the treasury as provided under the 
existing laws relative to subsid.ary coinage; 
pro ided that the amount of money at any one 
time invested ip such e@ilver bullion, exciusive 
of such resulting coin, shall not exceed five 
million dollers. 

Sec 2 All acts and parts of acts inconsisten 
with the provisious of this act are hereby re 
pealed.

Miss Fiorence Adele Vanderbilt, 
daughter of William H. Vanderbilt, 
wes married to Mr. Hamilton Mck. 
Cwombiey, of Buston, on Wedne day 
evening last. Tue wedding dress was of 
white satin brocade, trimmed wih 
three kinds of lace—round point, point 
Venive aud point applique — with pear!
